1 . UNDER HEADLINE "BUSINESS TOLD US STAYING OPEN TO WORLD 
TRADE" YOUR JUNE SPEECH BEFORE THE WELLINGTON CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE RECEIVED PROMINENT PLAY IN THE JUNE 10 EDITION 
OF WELLINGTON EVENING PAPER "EVENING POST". 


2. TEXT OF ARTICLE FOLLOWS: 


"BUSINESSMEN TOLD US STAYING OPEN TO WORLD TRADE 


ASSURANCES THAT THE UNITED STATES WAS NOT ON THE "VERGE 
OF PROTECTIONISM" WERE GIVEN TO A MEETING IN WELLINGTON 
YESTERDAY BY MR. W. DEAN MORAN, THE DEPUTY ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY FOR EXPORT DEVELOPMENT IN THE UNITED STATES 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 


MR. MORAN SAID THAT PRESIDENT CARTER RECOGNISED THAT 
PROTECTIONISM WAS THE WORST OF ANSWERS FOR A NATION WHICH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAD A TRADE PROBLEM. 


HIGH TARIFFS DURING THE 1930'S TO KEEP OUT IMPORTS 
HADN'T WORKED. AND THE LESSON THE UNITED STATES HAD 
LEARNED THEN WAS THAT NO COUNTRY STANDS ALONE, HE SAID. 

HE TOLD A MEETING ORGANIZED BY THE WELLINGTON CHAMBER OF 
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COMMERCE THAT THE UNITED STATES WAS GOING TO HAVE TO DO 
SOMETHING POSITIVE ABOUT ITS ENORMOUS TRADE DEFICIT.

’BUT WE DON’T WANT TO RETURN TO HIGH TARIFFS AND TRADE 
BARRIERS". 

MR. MORAN HAS BEEN IN NEW ZEALAND TO LOOK AT WAYS OF 
EXPANDING TRADE BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND NEW ZEALAND. 
A BUSINESSMAN FOR TWENTY YEARS, HE HAS BEEN IN HIS POST 
WITH THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT FOR THE PAST YEAR. 

HE SAID THE INCREASE IN THE QUOTA OF BEEF ALLOWED INTO 
THE UNITED STATES, ANNOUNCED THIS WEEK, SHOWED THE KIND 
OF DECISION THE PRESENT ADMINISTRATION WAS PREPARED TO 
TAKE. THE MOVE WAS TO HELP CONSUMERS RATHER THAN A 
PROTECTIONIST LOBBY. 

GENEVA: 

THE UNITED STATES HAD ALSO TAKEN A POSITIVE LEAD IN 
GETTING NEW LIFE INTO THE MULTI-LATERAL TRADE 
NEGOTIATIONS BEING HELD IN GENEVA. 

HE HOPED THE NEGOTIATIONS WOULD BE ENDING IN A FEW MONTHS 
ON A "NOTE OF OVER- WHELMING SUCCESS". 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION ABOUT THE QUOTA SYSTEM FOR 
AGRICULTURAL IMPORTS, MR. MORAN SAID AGRICULTURAL 
INTERESTS IN THE UNITED STATES WERE VERY STRONG. HOWEVER, 
HE HOPED THE GENEVA NEGOTIATIONS WOULD ENABLE GREATER 
ACCESS TO OTHER MARKETS FOR THE UNITED STATES, AND IT 
COULD THEN START REMOVING SOME OF ITS RESTRICTIONS".

3. YOUR PRESS INTERVIEW IN AUCKLAND WAS ALSO GIVEN 
PROMINENCE, ON FIRST PAGE OF BUSINESS SECTION OF AUCKLAND 
DAILY "THE NEW ZEALAND DAILY HERALD." THIS ARTICLE, 
HEADLINED "OPENING TRADE DOORS FOR US" HELD FAIRLY 
CLOSELY TO THE ACTUAL INTERVIEW AND CONTAINED NO 
SURPRISES. IN CONTRAST TO WELLINGTON STORY (ABOVE) WHICH 
WAS GIVEN STRONG NEW ZEALAND ORIENTATION, THE HERALD 
PIECE EMPHASIZED THE WORK OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT 
IN ENCOURAGING GREATER EXPORT SALES BY U.S. FIRMS. 

ARTICLE COMMENTED ON YOUR VIEWS OF POSSIBLE SALES 
OPPORTUNITIES IN NEW ZEALAND FOR HIGH TECHNOLOGY U.S. 
PRODUCTS INCLUDING THOSE FOR USE IN THE FOOD PROCESSING 
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AND PACKAGING INDUSTRIES.
